“We 
gather them in very slowly indeed, and 
hardly ever does a new one come into the 
fold without ulttrior motives for so doing.

Never was a baby born on that 4,000 
acres that did not belong to an employe 
who was farming some of the lands on. the 
shares, or to a mother who was exiled on
